Compensation Claims. 

In his speéch at the Hotel Cecil Mr. 
Bonar Law referred to certain “claims”’ 
which might be made upon the British 
Exchequer by Ireland. He said that these, 
claims “ought. to be met from Ireland 
itself,” but that the new Government 
would regard them with sympathy and 
would “do anything to ‘help which we 
reasonably: ean do in that direction.” Mr. 
Law's meaning wae not understood clearly 
in this country, and on both sides of the 
Channel his words seemed to have caused 
either undue hope or undue alarm. At. 
any rate, the Colonial Office has issued a 
denial of rumours that the Provisional 
Gevernment has received. unofficia] assur- 
ances that the losses caused by the present 
disorders in Ireland will be regarded as 
chargeable to the British Exchequer. The 
position, as the Colonial Office states, is* 
well understood between both Govern- 
ments. The losses due to the Irish disorders. 
fall into two classes—those which were in. 
curred between January, 1921, and the 
Truce of July 11th, 1921, and those which 
have been incutred since the date of the 
Truce. For the. losses in the fotmer class, 
calculated. at some ten millions, each 
Government accepts its ‘share of responsi- 
bility. The later’ losses, “which have 
reached a total of, perhaps, thirty 
millions, and continue to accrue, will be 
a charge upon the Free State. The Pro- 
visional Government has made 'no attempt 
to repudiate this heavy obligation. On 
the contrary, President Cosgrave has lost 
no opportunity of reminding the Southern 
taxpayer that it exists, 

No doubt, Mr.. Bonar Law’s remarks 
applied to the special case which is being 
put before the new Government by the Irish 
Compensation Claims Bureau, Under this 
body s auspices a meeting of Irish claimants 
was. held in London on Tuesday, Lord 
Dunalley presided, and a resolution, pro- 
posed by the Earl of Arran, called directly 
upon the British Government for the com- 
pensation fo which the claimgnts were en- 
titled “as loyal. subjects of the . British 
Empire.” ‘Lord Azyan said that the 
British Government had failed to protect 
its loyal subjects in Ireland, and, there- 
fore, was “the only authority responsible 
for the damage which they had suffered.” 
We agree that an excellent case can be 
made for this contention, and Mr. Bonar. 
Law’s words show that he recognises its 
moral force. Southern loyalists—not only 
the owners of great mansions and estates, 
but small farmers, traders and others, 
who are “carrying on” brayely in the 
teeth of danger—would be helped enor- 
mously by the speedy payment of the sums. 
that are due to them in respect of their 


ruined property. We should welcome, and 


we believe that the Provisional Govern- 
ment would welcome, any arrangement by Í 7 
which advances of the whole or part ol 
their: awards could be made to such 
persons by the British Government. We 
believe also that in coming to the: Free 
State's assistance. at this crisis, and in 
lightening, either by loan or by quittance, 
its immediate burden of debt, the new 
British Government would do an act of 
true statesmanship, Nevertheless, the 
Irish taxpayer's only safe course is to 
realise the wide difference between legal

Mussolini undoubtedly said many harsh 
things about Great Britain, and there are 
many who believe that his accession to 
power will ‘lead to the adoption of an 
Anglophobe policy. Signor Mussolini, 
as the editor of. a hectic newspaper in 
Milan, was one person; as the power 
behind the throne: of Italy he may be 
another, Responsibility is the greatest 
of all modifying influences, and, whatevér 
else the Fascisti may be, they certainly 
are good patriots. They know, as we all 
know, that Italy's. best interests will be 
served by a close intimacy with the British 
people, who are her traditional friends. 
They know, furthermore, that Britain 
is sympathetic with the Italian point of 
view not only in regard to Central Euro- 
pean policy, but also in many matters 
which concern the Near East, Italy's most 
pressing need is.stability, and the Fascisti 
at present seem to be the only people who 

are in’a position to give it to her.

In recent years scientific men have 
discussed: the possibility: of life on 
Mars, It is an engaging «subject, and 
Professor Joly, F.,T.C.D., im lecturing 
upon it last night to the Rathmines 
Literary and Debating Society, allowed 
it to. lose nothing. of its interest. He 
made short work of the theory that Mars 
is inhabited; but that theory is now 
abandoned by all save a few writers of 
fiction and certain American astronomers;

When’ »Pro- 
fessor Schiaperelli.in 1877 discovered the 
Martian “canals’’—gigantic channels, tra: 
versing the planet's: suriace in parallel 
pairs about two hundred miles apart from 
one: another—they were not unnaturally 
assumed to be of artificial construction. 
The idea was advanced that the-Martians 
used them for the purpose of carrying

It ia very hard to see what ean be dote hy 
nationalisation, or even by unification, although 
the railway. panies put that forward as an 
alternative. “ts ification would mean increas 
ing the efficiency of such lines as the West 
Clare railway, but at greater cost. 

“The five or 6ix- big systems in Ireland a: 
[sufficiently large to work economically, but 
there is a certain limit beyond which you can 
yet no economy. 

‘* Mention has been made of the saving in 
directors’ fees if all the railways were under a 
directorate, such as that of the Great Western 
Railway of England. The fees of the Great 
Western Railway Company's directors, hos 
ever, would amount to a larger sum than th 
sum paid to all the directors of all the railways 
in. Jreland. 

“ there is to be any change, amalgamation 
is preferable to eationaliontion. The saving 
effected by amaigamation would not, however, 
be so great as in England, where, in largo 
towns, rival companies have branch offices and 
staffs. That is from the point of view o? 
economy. On the other hand, there would be 
greater “ efficiency, but at greater expense. 

“ Fruitful amalgamations have already been 
carried out to the fullest extent. A sma!! 
company, utiable to pay ils way, would be a 
source of loss to a larger one. also would 
one able to pay its wall. if the standard of 
efficiency had to be raised.”
